A FIRST World War munitions factory 
building discovered in the heart of 
Banbury will be preserved for future 
generations. 

National Filling Factory Number 9 was a 
munitions factory near Overthorpe that sent 
more than four million shells - including 
mustard gas shells - to the frontline between 
1914 and 1918. 

It was thought all traces of the factory had 
been destroyed decades ago, but one 
remaining building has been uncovered. 

Funeral service J & M Humphris moved 
one of the former factory's buildings from its 
Albert Street site. 

Director Martin Humphris, 56, said: "My 
grandfather, Harold, brought the building 
here on wheels in the early 1920s. 

"This still forms a significant part of our 
premises. 

"Over the years the building has been 
adapted, extended and changed on many 
occasions, but the existing roof, internal roof 
timbers, walls and windows are still visible 
today.

"We will definitely be preserving it, not 
least because it's an integral part of our 
building." 

The building is now used as a store room 
and office space. Mr Humphris, who lives in 
Bodicote, said the building's past was only 
discovered in the summer. 

"I became aware of the building's 
importance when Simon Townsend, the 
director of Banbury Museum, was talking to 
our Rotary Club. 

"Since then Simon has been round with 
various others from the museum to have a 
look and verify it. 

"It's exciting and incredible. 

"It is perhaps quite a coincidence that my 
grandfather served during the First World 
War as a sapper with The Royal Engineers in 
1916. 

"He spent his time defusing bombs and 
mines and then bought this former 
munitions building." 

The factory was one of 36 in the UK, but 


is now just one of two still standing, after 
they were all decommissioned and sold. 

Rob Kinchin-Smith, chairman of the 
Banbury Civic Society, said: "This survival is 
of considerable interest, as by far the majority 
of such structures are understood to have 
been incinerated after the war. 

"Certainly few timber filling factory

Biker rode

■ A MOTORCYCLIST 
mounted the pavement and 
drove through a Banbury 
park after being asked to stop 
by police. Thames Valley 
Police is now appealing for 
witnesses to the incident, 
which it is treating as 
dangerous driving. It said 
officers asked the rider to 
stop after a near collision at 
about 12.30pm on Friday in 
Bloxham Road, at the 
junction with Beargarden 
Road. A police spokesman 
said: "The motorcyclist failed 
to stop, mounted the 
pavement then rode past 
Harriers View School and 
through Easington Park." 

The rider was wearing a 
black and grey motocross- 
style helmet with goggles, a 
black hooded top and dark- 
coloured jeans. The 
motorcycle was a blue 
scrambler-style bike with red 
stickers and L plates on the 
front and back. A 22-year-old 
man was later arrested on 
suspicion of dangerous 
driving and was released on 
bail to November 23.

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Cash aid for the 
DIY builders 

PEOPLE who are hoping to build their own home in 
Cherwell could be helped with a £90,000 
Government grant. 

The money, announced last week, is part of 
£550,000 in funding being given to 11 councils 
across the UK as part of the Government's Right-To- 
Build scheme. 

Debbie Pickford, Cherwell District Council's 
housing and regeneration chief, said the council 
would use the money to develop a register of 
builders and developers for its Build! and Graven 
Hills projects. 

Both aim to provide more affordable housing and 
enable individuals to get on the property ladder. 

Cherwell purchased Graven Hill, Bicester, in early 
2014 from the Ministry of Defence with plans to 
construct up to 2,000 new homes, which owners 
will either build themselves, commission from a 
builder, or acquire prefabricated from a factory. 

But the scheme, which is open to individuals and 
developers, cannot start until the Army leaves the 
site in two years time, she said. 

The Build! program, which started two years ago, 
also involves the council buying unused or rundown 
properties and allowing prospective tenants or co¬ 
owners to fix them up. 

The individuals then obtain a reduced rent or the 
chance to become a co-owner of the property with 
the council. 


Quandary over NHS 
smoking shelters 


HOSPITAL bosses have yet to decide 
whether to put up shelters for smokers, 
despite winning council permission. 

An Oxford University Hospitals NHS 
Trust boss said it was consulting with 
NHS leaders over whether to install the 
five shelters. 

It last year won planning permission 
for the shelters despite concerns from 
some health professionals. 

Smoking was banned in the trust's 
hospital grounds in 2007 but managers 
said this had not been "practical or 
enforceable". 

There is permission for a shelter at 
Oxford's John Radcliffe Hospital, three 
at the Churchill Hospital and one at the 
Nuffield Orthopaedic Centre. 

Director of development and the 
estate MarkTrumper said: "We are 
consulting with other parties across the 
NHS and we are considering options. 

"These include putting up areas for 
smoking for patients and their visitors, 
but not for staff. We are not considering 
allowing staff to smoke." 

He told the trust's annual general 


meeting: "We are not legally able to 
prevent people from smoking outside on 
our sites. We don't have the same status 
as an airport. 

"The ability for us to enforce a non¬ 
smoking policy is legally difficult to 
administer. We are working to try to 
find a balance." 

He added that it would "lack 
compassion" to tell a smoker who might 
have received some bad news to put out 
their cigarette. 

Mr Trumper - speaking during the 
NHS Stoptober campaign to help people 
quit - said: "We remain committed to 
offering smoking cessation services for 
patients while they are in our hospitals." 

County director of public health Dr 
Jonathan McWilliam and the GP-led 
Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group, which makes NHS funding 
decisions, objected to the shelters last 
year. 

They said: "The NHS will be seen as 
condoning smoking and appeasing 
smokers rather than putting all efforts 
into helping people to give up."

■ A 19-year-old man was fighting 
for his life in hospital on Monday 
night after an incident that has 
been referred to the police 
watchdog. The man was involved 
in a collision with a red Hyundai 
while walking on the A4260 
between Twyford and Bodicote at 
about 1am. He was taken to the 
John Radcliffe Hospital, Oxford, 
where Thames Valley Police said 
he was still in a critical condition. 
The force has referred the 
incident to the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission 
because it had had contact with 
the man before the collision - but 
they would not reveal any more 
details.

230-home bid 
is thrown out 
by planners 


A PLAN for 230 homes in Banbury 
has been thrown out. 

Developer Pandora Ltd had 
Cherwell District Council approval for 
600 homes either side of Southam 
Road to the north of the town. 

Yet it applied for another 140 on 
the western side. This was refused by 
Cherwell District Council's planning 
committee last Thursday. 

The area around Southam Road is 
allocated for housing in the council's 
Local Plan, which sets out where 
major estates with a total of 16,000 
homes will go by 2031. 

Committee members acknowledged 
not enough homes were being built to 
meet a Government target to meet 
demand for the next five years. 

But they rejected the plan because 
of concerns about the impact on the 
area. 

Lead member for planning, Michael 
Gibbard, said: "This proposal fails to 
maintain the area's rural character, 
with the result that there would have 
been unacceptable harm to the land¬ 
scape and setting of Banbury."

buildings from the First World War 
are known to survive anywhere in 
the UK. 

"The earthworks at the filling 
factory site are a remarkable and 
evocative survival of national 
importance, but to stand inside the 
Humphris building is to experience 
the working environment of 
Banbury's 'munitionettes' at first 
hand." 

The factory's history is 
documented in an exhibition called

Feeding the Front Line at Banbury 
Museum. Dale Johnston, the 
exhibition manager and curator, 
said: "When something like this is 
uncovered it is like unexpectedly 
finding a lost piece of the jigsaw. 

"It helps us to understand the 
munitions factory better and raises 
the tantalising prospect that 
perhaps other parts of the factory 
survived too. 

"If buildings were sold off to 
local businesses then at one time 
there will have been more of them 
around, but it takes a 
rare set of circumstances 
for a wooden building 
like this to survive and 
retain so many original 
features a hundred years 
after the start of the 
First World War." 

The free Feeding the 
Front Line exhibition is 
open Monday to 
Saturday, from 10am to 
5pm, until November 
15.

""Tljust happy to be living here...

ALMOST three-quarters of people in 
Oxfordshire are happy with their 
lives, according to this year’s study 
of personal well-being in the UK. 

Seventy-three per cent of people 
surveyed in the county said their 
level of happiness was high or very 
high, according to the survey by the 
Office for National Statistics. 

The figure puts Oxfordshire in line 
with the rest of the UK, where 73 
per cent also said their happiness 
levels were high or very high. 

Eighty per cent of Oxfordshire 


residents said their level of life 
satisfaction was high or very high, 

1.5 per cent above the national 
average, and 65 per cent said their 
levels of anxiety were low or very 
low, two per cent more than the 
figure across the UK. 

The survey asked British adults to 
assess their levels of happiness, life 
satisfaction, anxiety and how 
worthwhile they felt their lives were 
between April 2013 and March 2014. 

Oxfordshire County Council’s 
deputy leader, Rodney Rose, said 


he was not surprised by the 
findings. 

He said: “It is a fantastic place to 
live. I have loved it for the 66 years 
that I have lived here. 

“It’s close to London, we’re 
equidistant from the sea in all 
directions and we have a great city 
in the middle with lovely market 
towns all around. 

“I think life works at a slightly 
slower pace than in London or 
some of the bigger metropolitan 
areas.” 


■ Conman finally caught after deal at Banbury mobile phone shop 

Man's 02 scam netted 
£34,000 in iPhones 


STAFF at a Banbury mobile phone shop 
rumbled a fraudster's scam which had cost 02 
76 iPhones, worth more than £34,000. 

Conman Paul Dooman defrauded 38 02 stores 
across the country out of the £450 iPhone 5s by faking 
documents and signing up to business contracts. 

But he was arrested by police when he tried the 
scam at the Castle Quay store in Banbury on 
Wednesday, August 13, a recorder at Oxford Crown 
Court heard.

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The 35-year-old, from Uppingham Road, Leicester, 
admitted fraud by false representation and was 
sentenced to 24 months in prison. 

Prosecutor Matthew Walsh said the crimes had 
started in Leicester in January. 

He said: "He was exploiting what seemed to be a 
loophole in their due diligence when they were 
carrying out checks on new customers. 

"He was able on each outing to arrange a business 
account with 02. He also obtained on all but one 
occasion two new iPhone 5s as part of the contract." 

The lawyer said Dooman used forged company 
bank statements, adding: "The company name varied 
on which store he went to and who he was 
pretending to be." 

But Mr Walsh said Dooman had claimed he was 
only paid £50 for each phone he got by those behind 
the scam. He refused to give police any names. 

Recorder Rupert Lowe, sentencing, said he would 
take into account Dooman's guilty plea and his desire 
to gain qualifications and work for a living. 

He also said he recognised Dooman was not the 
driving force behind the scam. 

He said: "The purpose of a company like 02 is to 
do business, not to catch criminals. 

"They do not have a loophole. You deliberately 
defrauded them." 

Dooman was also ordered to pay a £100 victims' 
surcharge.

Drugs were found in secret pocket

A DRUG dealer who hid heroin inside 
a secret pocket in his boxer shorts has 
been jailed at Oxford Crown Court. 

Kuldeep Singh, of Woburn Close, 
Banbury, admitted possessing the 
Class-A drug with intent to supply, as 
well as possessing cannabis. 

Prosecutor Angus Robertson said 
the 34-year-old was arrested at the 
house he shared with his parents on 
May 19 this year. 

He told judge Gordon Risius more 
than £3,000 of heroin was found 
hidden in a pocket sewn into Singh's 
boxers and a separate converted 
drinks can. 

Mr Roberston added the defendant 
had previous convictions for drug 
dealing and possession. 

Tony McGeorge, defending, said his 
client had been an addict who used 
as much as £400 worth of heroin a 
day. 

He told Judge Risius: "Sadly he has 


been plagued by his addiction to 
heroin. 

"Yet over the period of the time he 
has spent in custody he has, using 
methadone, managed to come off 
heroin completely. 

"The time he has spent in custody 
has been of great benefit and 
hopefully something he can maintain 
when he is released." 

Judge Risius told Singh: "These are 
not your first convictions related to 
controlled drugs as there are a 
number of others recorded, reflecting 
your long history of addiction. 

"Whatever you do, keep away from 
drugs when you are released, because 
if you don't you will not be given 
another chance - such as you have 
been given today." 

He sentenced Singh to three-and-a- 
half years in prison and told him to 
pay a £120 victims' surcharge when 
he is released.

Police swap from 
stations to stores 


THE public could soon meet their 
local bobbies in supermarkets 
rather than at the nearest police 
station as the force tries to make 
further savings with its dwindling 
budget. 

Crime commissioner Anthony 
Stansfeld said that the force was getting 
rid of wasted space and thinking of 
smarter ways to deal with the public.

Thames Valley Police has already 
been selling buildings and ending 
leases to keep officers on the front line 
in the face of deeper spending cuts. 

Although no further station closures 
were announced, Mr Stansfeld said: 
"There is a misconception that people 
love their local police station but when 
you actually look at it, four or five 
people have actually visited it in the 
last week and three of them were 
about lost property. 

"The footprint in police stations is 
extraordinarily small and it is taking up 
staff that could be far better used 
elsewhere." 

He added: "Getting our property 
right and making it really efficient is 
absolutely essential to keeping police 
on the frontline." 

He said neighbourhood police could 
set up in libraries and supermarkets at 
scheduled times to meet the public 
rather than keeping a counter open all 
week. 

He said: "I think far more people are 


likely to give you intelligence in a 
supermarket than they are by traipsing 
to a police station." 

The force has shut police stations 
and offices across the county and 
scaled back opening hours. Kidlington 
police station has been closed to save 
£26,000 every year and replacements 
are to be found for Chipping Norton 
and Wallingford police stations to save 
£69,000 a year. 

The sale of Wantage and Woodstock 
police stations are expected to save 
£101,000, and in Oxford, the Wood 
Farm office has been shut and a 
Banbury Road base is due to close to 
save £43,000. 

As previously reported, a police 
station in Greyhound Lane, Thame, is 
being sold for housing, while the lease 
on a police building in Henley is 
coming to an end. 

But the force is planning to open 
more neighbourhood offices to 
accompany housing developments in 
Didcot, Wantage, Banbury and 
Bicester. A new office will also be 
created in Oxford's Northern Gateway 
development.

Since 2011, Thames Valley Police 
has cut £58.9m from its budget but is 
now facing a cut of £44.6m over the 
next three years. 

Deputy Chief Constable Francis 
Habgood said sales of property across 
the force would make £1 7m and cut 
spending by £1.9m a year by 2019. He 
said the property overhaul had been 
prompted by the need to make 
spending cuts and new technology 
which allowed police to do their jobs 
on the move, rather than return to a 


station to view case files. 

He said the force was in talks to 
share space with fire and rescue 
services and had already made savings 
by sharing with health and social 
services staff at Cowley police station. 

But he said the move would not hit 
the public's contact with the police and 
response times. 

He said: "It is being more efficient 
and more effective. 

"Police stations are getting less 
important in terms of public contact."

Duo come out fighting 
for Olympic recognition 


TWO karate instructors in Banbury 
have each been teaching for 30 years, 
helping hundreds to learn the martial 
art. 

Peter Calver, 53, and Chris Wilson, 49, 
both began in the martial art back in 1984, 
just a few months apart, in their respective 
home towns of Leighton Buzzard and 
Liverpool. And they have been kicking and 
punching their way through their careers 
since then. 

Now the pair run the Central England 
Shotokan Karate Association, which includes 
classes in Banbury. 

Karate is a martial art developed in Japan, 
when the unarmed local people wanted to 
defend themselves against armed warlords 

Mr Wilson, who is also a firefighter, said: 
"It doesn't seem like five months ago that I 
was a beginner, scared stiff of the instructor. 

"Modern karate still teaches traditional 
values such as respect, good manners, 
competitive spirit and discipline and 
provides students with a physical outlet in a 
safe environment. 

"It's giving them a feeling of pride and self 
respect and a sense of belonging in the 
community. 

"Over the years I've realised we've given

a lot of kids confidence that they wouldn't 
have had, and helped them overcome 
extreme shyness and other difficulties." 

The fourth dan black belt added: "Some 
people give up once they find what they 
need, but that's okay." 

The Banbury resident, father to ten-year- 
old Finnley and baby Lewis, said he, along 
with Mr Calver, was working to make karate 
an Olympic sport in England. 

The pair are trying to assist the English 
Karate Council become the single governing 
body for karate in England, which will help 
the art make it into the Olympics. 

Mr Wilson said: "It's for all the kids that 
come after us. They should have the 
opportunity." 

Mr Calver said: "To be involved in some 
way with the possibility of getting karate into 
the Olympics is fantastic and very 
humbling."

A COUNTY relationship counselling 
service said it had seen a spike in 
visitors after the end of the summer 
holidays. 

A boss at Relate Oxfordshire said 
couples often reassess issues in 
September. 

On the last week of the school 
holidays, 339 different people 
visited Relate Oxfordshire's website. 
This went up to 440 in the last week 
of September, an increase of 30 per 
cent. 

General manager Alison Frecknall 
said: "Families will have spent lots 
of time together over the holidays, 
which sometimes highlights issues. 

"People also don't want to talk 
about these things when the 
children are at home, so they wait 
until school 


starts. 

"September 
is a time of the 
year when 
people 

naturally assess 
their 

relationships 
and many 
people look to 
Relate for 
help." 

She added 
that big family

changes, like children starting 
school or leaving for university, can 
force people to "refocus" their 
relationships. 

Relate provides professional 
mediation, face-to-face counselling, 
and courses for parents and 
children in Bicester, Oxford, 
Banbury, Abingdon and Witney. 

Last year, it provided about 5,000 
sessions, helping more than 800 
families with relationship problems. 

Ms Frecknall said: "It's such an 
important thing that we do. We 
know the impact damaged 
relationships have - not just on the 
people in that relationship, but 
others too. 

"There's a social impact as well, 
there's a ripple effect." 

The charity needs about 
£270,000 a year to operate and is 
presently breaking even - but Ms 
Frecknall said raising funds 
remained a struggle. 

But she insisted: "Relationship 
help shouldn't be means-tested, it 
should be accessible to everyone."

Rise in 'revenge 
porn' incidents 

A THIRTEEN-year-old girl was 
among the region's victims of 
"revenge pornography". Figures 
from Thames Valley Police show 
there have been 60 cases of former 
partners posting indecent images of 
their exes online.

A DOMESTIC abuse charity has said a 
bigger slice of a £1m crime victims' 
fund would provide a "lifeline" to help 
save women from serious violence. 

Police and crime commissioner Anthony 
Stansfeld last week announced which 
groups would get cash to support victims. 

Oxfordshire-based Reducing the Risk of 
Domestic Abuse had its share doubled from 
£25,000 earlier this year to £50,000. 

It came after it said it would support 200 
more high-risk victims facing serious 
violence or even murder at the hands of 
their partners. 

Chairman Romy Briant said the money 
would help protect vulnerable victims at a 
time when funding was hard to find. 

She said: "It has been a temporary lifeline 
in a period of change in funding. 

"The grant has enabled us to fund a key 
service to keep people safe in Oxfordshire. 

It is stopping homicides." 

It helped 99 people from January to June, 
she said, compared to 72 in the same 
period in 2013. 

But the recession had hit funding and the 
charity - which costs at least £150,000 to 
run a year - relies on donations, trust funds, 
and grants.

It also received £123,000 from the fund 
to lead a project across the Thames Valley to 
support children involved in domestic 
abuse. 

It comes as Oxfordshire County Council 
considers plans to cut annual funding for 
domestic abuse services by 40 per cent from 
£331,000 to £199,000 from April 201 6. 

In June, Mr Stansfeld announced more 
than £600,000 of funding across the Thames 
Valley area in the first payout of its kind. 

Nearly £1 m of funding has now been 
awarded to 32 projects from the region. 

Other Oxfordshire groups to benefit 
include the Oxford Sexual Abuse and Rape 
Crisis Centre, which received £5,425, and 
£3,260 for a pilot project to tackle female 
genital mutilation led by Oxfordshire 
Safeguarding Children Board. 

Mr Stansfeld said: "We have been 
working closely with voluntary sector 
organisations to understand how services 
need to develop further to better meet 
victims' needs and where they need to be 
more closely integrated so that the best 
outcomes for victims are achieved."

NHS transport 


MORE than than 6,200 people - including 
some cancer patients - will lose free 
transport to hospital, NHS leaders have 
agreed. 

The Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning Group 
(OCCG) will axe funding for non-emergency 
transport for those in least need in a bid to save 
£795,833 a year. 

It will affect patients "capable of walking and 
getting in and out of a vehicle unaided" with 
"minimal assistance". 

The interim deputy director for delivery and 
localities, Diane Hedges, said: "With a rising 
demand for NHS services and fewer resources to 
pay for this, we have to make sure the patient 
transport service meets the needs of patients and 
supports the most vulnerable." 

Recently its board considered two options on 
whether to remove funding for some attending 
hospital but not for treatment, such as for 
consultations. 

Members decided to remove free transport for 
these groups, which include chemotherapy,

radiotherapy, renal dialysis and eye surgery. 

Those with deep vein thrombosis, attending 
vascular clinic treatment or six weeks post¬ 
transplant who need care during transit will also 
lose out. 

It means 6,209 will lose transport, compared to 
5,571 under the other option, to keep transport for 
the above groups of patients. 

The change has already come into force and will 
affect 31,1 73 journeys, about a quarter of trips. 

It is run by South Central Ambulance Service and 
funded by OCCG, facing £15.7m savings to 
balance this year's £638.6m budget. 

In a public consultation, 150 people - 70 per 
cent of respondents - backed free transport only for 
those who cannot use cars or public transport for a 
medical reason. 

The criteria will apply for new bookings and all 
patients, existing and new, from November 1.

GONE GIRL (18, 149 mins)

I gnorance is bliss when it comes 
to Gone Girl. If, like me, you 
haven't read Gillian Flynn''s 
2012 psychological thriller and you 
know nothing of the serpentine 
twists that propelled the novel to 
the top of the bestsellers list, then 
jealously guard your cluelessness. 

There's an undeniable delight 
watching Flynn wrong-foot us with 
this spiky satire on media 
manipulation and the glossy facade 
of celebrity marriages. 

When the central characters 
promise to love, honour and obey, 
till death do them part, one of them 
takes that vow very seriously. 

Admittedly, you have to dig deep 
beneath the surface of David 
Fincher's polished film to find the 
jet black humour but it's there, 
walking hand-in-hand with sadism 
and torture that propel the narrative 
towards its unconventional 
denouement. 

The film version of Gone Girl is 
distinguished by a career-best 
performance from Rosamund Pike 
as the pretty wife, who vanishes 
without trace on her fifth wedding 
anniversary and is presumed dead 
at the hands of her handsome 
husband (Ben Affleck). 


Pike has to plumb the depths of 
human emotion in a demanding 
and complex role, by turns brittle 
and steely, terrified and driven. 

She's almost certain to earn her 
first Oscar nomination. 

In stark contrast, Affleck is solid 
but little more as the spouse who 
pleads his ignorance but hides 
secrets from the people he adores. 

As battles of the sexes go, it's a 
resolutely one-sided skirmish. 

On the morning of his 
anniversary, Nick Dunne (Affleck) 
calls detectives Rhonda Boney (Kim 
Dickens) and Jim Gilpin (Patrick 
Fugit) to his home. 

There are signs of a struggle and 
his wife Amy (Pike) is missing. 

Nick's sister Margo (Carrie Coon), 
who has never liked Amy, assures 
her sibling that everything will be 
fine. 

"Whoever took her is bound to 
bring her back," she quips cattily. 

Nick and Amy's distraught 
parents (David Clennon, Lisa Beth) 
front a high-profile media campaign 
to secure the safe return of 
"amazing Amy". 

In the glare of the spotlight, 
fractures appear in the Dunnes' 
marriage and police and public 
question Nick's innocence. 

Gone Girl holds our attention for 
the majority of the bloated 149- 
minute running time, with a couple 
of lulls and a disjointed final act.

WILLIAMS driver Felipe Massa 
said he was "screaming" his 
concerns about the rain-soaked 
conditions at the Japanese Grand 
Prix before Jules Bianchi suffered a 
severe head injury in a crash on 
Sunday. 

Bianchi, 25, who drives for the 
Banbury-based Marussia team, hit a 
recovery vehicle that was attending an 
earlier incident during the Suzuka race. 

Massa, whose team are based at 
Grove, is the last driver to suffer a 
serious injury in Formula 1, and had 
already expressed concerns before the 
accident. 

"I'm worried," he said. "I was already 


screaming on the radio five laps before 
the safety car came out that there was 
too much water on the track." 

Frenchman Bianchi underwent 
surgery in hospital and was later 
transferred to intensive care. 

Massa, who suffered a fractured skull 
during qualifying for the 2009 
Hungarian Grand Prix when a spring 
from another car hit his helmet, added: 
"They took a bit too long to bring out 
the safety car and it was dangerous. So 
we saw that there were some crashes." 

Lewis Hamilton, driving a Mercedes, 
won the race, with teammate Nico 
Rosberg second and Red Bull's Sebastian 
Vettel third.
